SQUIRRELS STUDIED IN 
KENTUCKY PROJECT 

In years when hickory and 
beech nuts are low in production, 
black oak and yellow poplar are 
the leading gray squirrel feeds 
in Kentucky, according to a state¬ 
wide study of squirrels made by 
gont "i th< Divl ion of Kish 8t 
Wildlife Resources. 

The state report was prepared 
Harold Barber of West Lib¬ 
erty, district biologist for the 
Division, who served as study 
leader for the survey. 

Data of the survey, made from 
May 1953 to May 1954. is con¬ 
tained in a 32-page progress re¬ 
ared b.v Mr. Barbed and 
" uninitTeif To Tie 'Division ~ this 
week for use in combatting fac¬ 
tors that limit squirrel popula¬ 
tion. 

Since hickory nuts are scarce 
this year, it is interesting right 
now in the squirrel season to 
learn that squirrels feed mainly 
on poplar and black oak in such 
periods. 

The report reveals that gray 
squirrel litters are found in July. 
August and September and in 
February, March and April. Av¬ 
erage litter size is 3.3 baby squir¬ 
rels. 

In making the state-wide study, 
district biologists checked hunt¬ 
ers when hunters had hunted an 
average of 2.7 hours, had seen 
four squirrels and had killed 1.6

FRANKFORT, Ky„ Aug. 23— 
A change in licensing procedure 
for beginning drivers to require 
applicants for instruction permits 
to pass physical and mental qual¬ 
ification tests was announced 
here today by Commissioner of 
Revenue Robert Allphin and Com¬ 
missioner of State Police Charles 
Oldham. 

The new regulation, effective 
Sept. 1, is part of Kentucky's ex¬ 
panding highway safety program 
and is to keep beginning drivers 
from practicing on public high¬ 
ways when there is no record of 
♦t'ofr being nhyeicallv and men¬ 
tally responsible. Previously, no 
tests were required until time to 
apply for a driver's license. 

Applications for instruction 
permits mill be made with circuit 
clerks as in the past. After that 
the beginning driver will be giv¬ 
en the physical ability and driver 
knowledge test by a state police 
license examiner. M M | 


I “Principals need some time and 
qualification for supervision in 
I their schools. Every child should 
I have a well qualified teacher. A 
good school is a good teacher on 
one end of a log and a pupil on 
the other.” 

Times have changed and teach¬ 
ers have changed, perhaps a lit¬ 
tle slow, in the new world of 
science, social responsibility and 
the dangers of the underworld 
which children must face. 

The better the building, more 
teaching material, better methods 
and better qualified reacnerswui 
give the children a better school. 
The cooperation of parents, and 
adequate supervision will help 
the principals to have a better 
school. 

Miss Alma McLain of Mavs- 
ville was elected secretary of the 
Kentucky Elementary Principals 
Association in 1951 and president 
in 1954. The purpose of the or¬ 
ganization is to help build a bet¬ 
ter system of elementary schools 
in Kentucky. 

Woodleigh school in Mason 
county is an example of a con¬ 
solidated elementary grade school 
in the county whpre the people 
formed an improvement league. 
They financed a consolidated 
building by voting a tax on them¬ 
selves. They purchased a palatial 
home from an early pioneer fam¬ 
ily, added two rooms and an 
auditorium and dining room.

If the beginner 
passes this part of the driver’s 
test, an instruction permit will be 
issued by the circuit clerk for the 
customary 25 cent fee. 

The beginner may practice 
driving during the 60 day instruc¬ 
tion period if accompanied by a 
qualified driver. He must pass 
the road test given by the license 
examiner before the instruction 
permit expires, then a regular 
driver’s license may be issued by 
the circuit clerk. 

Persons who have had their 
license revoked or suspended 
must pass the driver's test before 
a new license can be issued. Such 
persons are authorized to take the 
test without purchasing an in¬ 
struction permit. If they fail the 
first time the test is attempted, 
an instruction permit must then 
be purchased.

DAIRY REFERENDUM Au¬ 
gust 21 is an important date on 
the Kentucky dairy farmer’s cal¬ 
endar. That is the date of the 
referendum to determine whether 
they want to authorize a small 
sei-a^iue irom Uie saie ol their 
milk and cream to finance a pro¬ 
motional program designed to in¬ 
crease the demand for dairy 
products. Farm income from 
dairying in Kentucky ranks sec¬ 
ond only to tobacco but. in view 
of the mounting dairy surplus, 
farmers are faced with one of 
three alternatives—receiving low¬ 
er prices, reducing production or 
increasing consumption. Thecon- 
I sumption of dairy products in the 
United States have dropped from 
the equivalent of 824 pounds of 
milk per capita in 1939 to 759 in 
1953 even though medical science 
continues to show the need for 
| more milk in our diets. Construc¬ 
tive advertising should quickly 
* regain this loss and create a 
■ shortage where there is now a 
surplus How often have we 
heard farmers say “We do not 
have over production—we have 
) under consumption"? Now is an 
opportunity to do something 
about it—vote in the referendum 
on Aug. 21. 

MORE AND BETTER alfalfa 
in Kentucky will be the goal of

SEEDING TIME IS here again. 
August is one of the best months 
for sowing alfalfa, red and crim¬ 
son clover and most of the 
grasses. The time is almost here, 
too, for barley, oats and rye—all 
of which when seeded early give 
a lot of pasture in the cool fall 
months, provided, of course, we 
have enough fertility and rain¬ 
fall. New varieties are impor¬ 
tant. Try to remember these 
names: Atlantic alfalfa; Kenland 
red clover; Balboa rye; Atlantic, 
Forkedeer and Fulwin oats; and 
Vigo wheat. They are the impor¬ 
tant varieties of fall seeded crops. 

FARMERS HAVE TWO great 
fears—one, the fear of individual 
crop failure due to adversities not 
under their control—the other, 
fear of collective over-production, 
with resulting ruinous prices. Ac¬ 
tually, most farmers are willing 
and anxious to adjust their pro¬ 
duction goals to consumptive 
needs as an insurance against 
over-production. That is why 
farmers have always cooperated 
with federal crop control pro¬ 
grams.
